This de- 
plorable discrepancy, of course, is quite 
well understood as being due to tho 
war, upon which the energies of the 
people were concentrated for victory 
while building operations were corres- 
pondingly curtailed or at a standstill.

Was it a careless camper, or irresppn- 


sible ranch-hand burning bru§h who was 
responsible for the burning over of 
160,000 acres of the finest watershed 
in the. Sierra Madre fotthills a littlo 
over a year ago! 


The correct answer is not so material 


as 5s the fact that the careless camper, 
the careless rancher, and the careless, 
yes, criminally careless man who dis- 
cards cigarette butts promiscuously, are 
of a certainty responsible for the great- 
est percentage of disastrous'ikes in the 
foothills and grain-fields of Southern 
California. 


That being true the county of Los 


Angeles has taken definite action to 
combat this menace, and' the next fire 
season, from May until December, will 
find this county working under a now 
lire* ordinance, which • defines the man- 
ner in which fires-may or may not bo 
started, and1 fixes a stiff penalty for 
the infraction of this law. 


The county fire warden believes that 


this ,law will most certainly minimize 
the danger to the watersheds, because 
ho intends to enforce that law, regard- 
less of individuals. Eighty deputy fire 
wardens have' been appointed, and a 
maximum number of one hundred will 
bo in • the field by • next May. 
These 


men are all selected an relates to their 
occupations, mainly those who have a 
deep interest in .protecting the water- 
sheds and also the residential property 
in the canyons and foothills 
of 
the 


Sierra Madre, the Santa Monica niouji- 
tains and other hills that ramify from 
the main ranges. 


LAW IS SPECIFIC. 


The ordinance says that no person 


shall start a fire within five hundred 
feet of lauds covered with inflammable 
material unless a permit has been grant- 
ed by the county fire warden or one of 
his'deputies. ' And the permit specifies 


just how that fire shall be started, at 
what time, and how it shall bo sur- 
rounded with safeguards. 
The ordin- 


ance says that it is not necessary to 
get a permit for a, bonfire of trash in 
a corral, dooryard, on plowed ground, 
on railroad rights-of-way or in county\ 
roads,, providing tho fire is more than1 
fifty feet away from lands covered with 
inflammable material. 
But the ordin- 


ance is very specific about fires that 
endanger tho foothill cover, or menace 
grain-fields. 
Wide publicity is being 


given this ordinance in order that ev- 
eryone will be so well apprised of its 
contents there will be no pleas on the 
ground of ignorance, which pio'iis must 
bo unavailing. There is to bo a deputy 
in every menaced district whoso busi- 
ness it. will be to issue permits, or to 
refuse permits if he thinks tho hazard 
is too great. 


NEW EQUIPMENT 


In connection with tho enforcement 


of this ordinance the county in cooper- 
ating with communities, corporations 
and individuals in placing fircfighting 
paraphernalia in tho menaced districts. 
This equipment consists of a Standard 
two-wheeled automobile trailer, built 
for the hard knocks of mountain trails 
and attachable by a chain-wrap to any 
machine or truck. It is loaded in com- 
partments with six high-grade fire ex- 
tinguishers, eight galvanized iron water 
cqntainers-of five gallons each, and with 
an assortment of shovels, mattocks, and 
other weapons with which to stop a 
fire that may bo sweeping toward the 
invaluable brush-cover of the hills, or 
eating into a field of standing grain. 


These trailers are furnished by tho 


county at tho coiit price of $400. 
The 


supervisors say that the same equip- 
ment, bought singly in tho open market 
would cost IflOO. 
A number of thorn 


have already been bought on tho reim- 
bursement plan, the money received go- 
ing immediately .into more equipment, 
a revolving fund, in fact. 
They are 


being stationed permanently in foothill 
localities. It is probable that at lou«t 
twenty-five i will be ready for duty as 
u linr of rGnintdnoo before the fire sea- 
son of from May to December. 


In thq office of the county fire war- 


'flen thoro are records that show hun- 
dreds of comparatively Hinnll fires dur- 
ing the past twelve months, which ir

absolute minimum,
